Child Care Center 
Holds Annual Meeting 

The annual general membership 
meeting of the Greenbelt Child Care 
Center was held last Wednesday 
night. The critical summer season, 
when many children are withdrawn 
for vacations, was the main subject 
under discussion. Plans were made 
for increasing the enrollment by in¬ 
forming the community of the serv¬ 
ice offered by the Child Care Cen¬ 
ter, in giving full or part-time care 
to pre-school and school-age chil¬ 
dren of parents who teach, work, 
attend school, or merely wish to 
avail themselves of the opportunity 
of having their children play and 
learn with children of their own age, 
under the supervision of skilled 
teachers. 

Non-Profit Group 

The Child Care Center is a non¬ 
profit organization, controlled by 
the parents of the children enrolled 
and fully licensed as a kindergarten 
and nursery in Maryland. It was 
originally set up six years ago un¬ 
der the Lanham Act to care for 
children whose mothers went to 
work during the war period. After 
the Government subsidy was stop¬ 
ped, the parents themselves took 
over the operation of the school and 
now support it entirely by their 
monthly fees. The space occupied 
and maintenance is furnished by 
the* Government.

Up To Residents 

Mr. Cormack stated that, if the 
referendum showed the majority of 
residents in favor of continuing the 
prohibition of animals, the * lease 
provision would be strictly enforced 
and the Town Council asked to 
strengthen the town ordinance 
which prohibits animals running at 
large in the town. If town opinion 
favors keeping animal pets, Mr. 
Cormack indicated that he would 
recommend PHA’s eliminating the 
provision from the lease. 

Cormack Statement 

PHA Manager Cormack issued 
a statement to the “Cooperator.” 
“In my opinion,” said Mr.- Cormack, 
“the best interests of all residents 
of Greenbelt will be served by con¬ 
tinuing the prohibition against keep¬ 
ing animals as pets ... If each 
family decided to keep one dog, 
cat or other pet, the number in town 
would reach a very large total. Im¬ 
mediately many problems would 
arise including safety of small chil¬ 
dren, the transfer of wood ticks 
from animals to children, sanitary 
problems and disputes between 
neighbors ... I feel that the ma¬ 
jority of those who have temporari¬ 
ly kept a pet in their home have 
quickly realized that the problems 
far outweigh any advantages . . ” 

Danger To Children 

Town Manager Charles T. Mc¬ 
Donald stated: “In my experience 
in other housing projects, I have 
come to know the serious conse¬ 
quences that can come from the un¬ 
restrained keeping of household 
pets. On one projejct where prohi¬ 
bitive regulations were not in effect, 
pets became a real menace. Many 
people moved away, leaving pets 
with no particular person to care 
for them, creating a problem for 
the officials and a great danger to 
the children.” 

Public Health Menace 

Public Health Officer William 
Eisner, in a letter to Town Mana¬ 
ger McDonald, made the following 
statement on the subject. 

“During the past few months 
there has been a marked increase 
in the dog and cat population in 
Greenbelt . . . the presence of these 
animals constitutes a potential as 
well as actual public health menace. 
Their continued presence is unwise 
from a sanitary point of view. I 
feel that we should spare no effort 
to rid all of Greenbelt of the above,

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Sentimental pictures of boyhood always include a constant 
canine companion. The boy-dog comradeship has been extolled in 
poetry, in literature, and in the happy memories of most adults. 

What is so often forgotten by those who speak of those happy 
memories when they deplore the no-animal provision of Greenbelt 
leases, is that Daddy’s childhood was not spent, in most cases, in 
a house crowded with others in a small area, with dozens of fami¬ 
lies, all with dog conscious children sitting in each other’s laps. , 

While we’re voting in the referendum on whether we want to 
keep pets in Greenbelt, perhaps we should look at other aspects of 
the situation than satisfying a child’s natural desire for an animal 
companion. 

If only those people who now keep pets in violation of their 
lease would continue to keep them if it was legal, it would be bad 
enough. As it is now, the sandpiles are defiled by cats, children 
are bitten by dogs, and the poor animals themselves are maltreated 
by two-year-olds who know no better:. 

With the keeping of pets legalized, the animal population 
would increase to astounding proportions. Take the 13 Court of 
Hillside, for example. There are 28 families there, with 67 children. 
A few feet away from the end house in that court is the first house/ 
in 11 Court, which has eight families, with 20 children. With the 
first pet that would be brought into that area, 47 other parents 
would be beseeched with pleas for “a dog of my own.” How many 
parents would be strong enough to say no? 

As in the rest of Greenbelt, that Hillside court has more chil¬ 
dren under five years of age than over. Few four-year-olds know* 
how to play with animals without hurting them, and in consequence 
getting hurt themselves. 

On most Greenbelt issues the Cooperator attempts to present 
the facts and leave all urging to proponents of one side or the other. 
In this case, however, we feel justified in urging, strongly, that} 
Greenbelters show their good judgment and foresight by voting 
against the keeping of pets in Greenbelt. 
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Charles Cashbox, whose portrait 
appears above, is my carpool driv¬ 
er. I used to know him when. 
When he didn’t have a car, and his 
dearest possessions were a street¬ 
car pass and a strong elbow. His 
case would make wonderful copy 
for an enterprising advertising ex¬ 
ecutive. What four psychiatrists, 
and an ambitious wife couldn’t do, 
his two-door streamlined, two- ton¬ 
ed Chariot “8” did. 

You may remember seeing that) 
harrassed, beaten, disheveled mope 
race for the Greenbelt Bus around 
Mt. Rainier, a few years back.
